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DETAILED ACTION 



1 . Election/Restrictions. 

1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-60, drawn to a process of using a product for ordering, paying for 
and delivering goods and services, classified in class 705, subclass 26. 

II. Claims 61-1 14, drawn to a product to order, pay for and deliver goods and 
services, classified in class 700, subclass 231. 

2. Inventions II and I are related as product and process of use. The inventions can 
be shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1 ) the process 
for using the product as claimed can be practiced with another materially different 
product or (2) the product as claimed can be used in a materially different process of 
using that product (MPEP § 806.05(h)). In the instant case, the product as claimed can 
be used in a materially different process of using that product for the purpose other than 
the ordering, paying for and the delivery of goods and services. Each of the 
independently claimed steps of the product can be utilized in the execution of financial 
transactions that require third party validation/verification with asymmetric algorithms. 
The A3 and A8 algorithm modules can be utilized in combination with participant's keys 
and numbers to compute a session key for future identity and no repudiation 
documentation. The various model modules can be utilized to provide programmed 
procedures to expedite the different types of financial transactions such as loans, 
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mortgages, etc. Since it would be a tremendous burden on the Office to consider the 
numerous features of each independently claimed invention, examiner requests 
restriction between the independently claimed process invention and the independently 
claimed product invention. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired 
a separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction for 
examination purposes as indicated is proper. Examiner considers that since applicants 
independently claim the invention of this group, it is a prima facie showing, that the 
inventions are intended to be independent and distinct and are shown to be separately 
usable.
